Home At Last 


The third of five sons in the 
fighting forces of Mr. and Mrs. W. 
A. Twocock, Depot street, to re- 
turn home, Sapper George Twocock 
arrived on Tuesday. A brother 
"Bill" got home last spring and 
the baby brother Ted. was sent 
home three years ago when it was 
found that he was only 16 years of 
age, He is now a Sergeant and is 
on instructional duty. 

Wounded and taken prisoner at 
Dieppe Spr. Twocock was liberated 
by the Russians in March and tak- 
en back to Odessa from where he 
was flown to England. 

He went overseas in 1040. Held 
at the prisoner of war camp, Stal- 
ag 20A, he apparently did not give 
in easily. He escaped from the 





camp once, but gave himself up| 


after four days of freedom and, as 
a result was sentenced to 28 days’ 
close confinement during which he 
was deprived of Red Cross prison- 
er of war food parcels.
